By telegrsphic dispatch from Springtield we 
have the painful intelligence of the death of 
foo. Thos. IL. Harris, Representative in Con- 
from the Sixth District in this State. He 
ot bis residence in Petersburg at 6 clock 
yesterday morning. The announcement is not 
For some years he has been sub- 
ject to attacks of hemmorage of the lungs, 
which finsily settled down inte confirmed con- 
gemption. At the last session, during the 
graggie over the Lecompton Bill in the House, 
Ur. Harris wes stricken down by an attack of 
hemmorage,jand for some time his recovery was 
gousidered extremely doubtful. After his ro- 
turn home he was again prostrated from the ef- 
fetes of poisonous drug Which be 
wok through mistake, bot he rallied from the 
eects of this mishap, and entertained hopes of 
Wing able again to take bis seat in Congress. 
But shortly before the election his disease assumed 
b more slarming character, since when he has 
sunk under its ravages until death 
glowed the scene. 
Mr. Harris has represented the Springfield Dis-
